A t Columbug—A Caucus is to Be 
Held To-day.

CoiitTMBUs, Ohio, Jan. 27—Everything 
is quiet at the seat of the senatorial dis- 
turbance. 
Both sides, however, seem 
firm and developments are looked for by 
evening. The Jackson club, which is 
the leading democratic organization of 
central Ohio, held a meeting last night, 
and as a result a mass meeting has been 
called for the city hall to take expression 
on the conduct and the alleged usurpa- 
tion by the lieutenant governor. 
It is 
said the democratic members of the sen- 
ate will be present with other prominent 
democrats and the probability is that 
Hon. Allen G. Thurman will be president. 
This movement is condemned by the 
republicans and does not find favor with 
many democrats on the ground that it 
/Will have a tendency to intensify the 
' already strong feeling for violence. The 
republican caucus named a committee of 
five yesterday, which will meet a similar 
committee from the democratic caucus 
to-day. 
The object of the conference is 
stated by Senator Ford, republican, to 
be the consideration of some proposed 
changes in the rules. 


The joint committee will have con- 
cluded their work before time for the 
meeting of the senate at 4 p. m. The 
democrats talk about ofiering a resolu- 
tion this evening for the suspension or 
expulsion of the president. 


The republicans of the senate met at 
10 o'clock, read and approved the Jour- 
nal and then settled down for a wait, 
being unable to transact business for 
want of a quorum. 
A|1 the republicans 
and none of the democrats were present. 


President Kennedy said this morning 
that there is no change in their program 
and they expect to meet from day to day 
as they have been doing. 
He said they 
only had one thing in view and that is 
to proceed as soon as they can secure a 
quorum and hear the Hamilton county 
cases in open senate; that they wanted 
to give them a fair trial and he consider- 
ed this the only proper way to do it 
under the circumstances. 


The republicans have sent a reply to 
the communication from the democratic 
caucus, which asked for a written prop- 
osition, saying they have no proposition 
of a compromise to submit; but will meet 
a committee of the democratic caucus 
for the purpose of conference, if it be 
desirable. A compromise is being talked 
of in both branches and on the streets. 
Public sentiment, it is thought, will 
force some action by the contending 
forces. 


The caucus committees have agreed 
on a conference for 12:30 p. m. The 
impression to be gained from both sides 
is that nothing will be accomplished. 
The democrats in caucus decided not to 
recede from any position which they 
have taken and say the only question is 
whether 17 or 20 members shall rule. 
They will not consent to any proposition 
which will preclude three of the Hamil- 
ton county senators from voting in the 
contest of the fourth Hamilton county 
senator.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, the conservative leader, gave no- 
tice in the house of commons, yesterday 
afternoon, that the government would 
introduce on Thursday a bill to suppress 
the Irish National League and othe^ 
dangerous societies to prevent intimida- 
tion, to protect life and property, and 
to maintain public order in Ireland. T h i s 
action brought on a crisis. 


Mr. P a m e l l asked that t h e debate on 
the 
address in reply to the queen's 
speech have precedence, and finally Mr. 
Collins moved his amendment to the ad- 
dress on the subject of allotments, which 
was adopted by a vote of 327 to 250 
thereby 
defeating 
the government. 
The amendment on which the govern- 
ment was defeated, expresses regret that 
no 
measures are announced in the 
queen's speech for the relief of the suf- 
ferers by the depression in trade and 
agriculture, particularly in regard to 
affording facilities to farm laborers, etc., 
for obtaining allotments of small hold- 
ings on equitable terms as to rent and 
security of tenure. 


The result of the division was received 
by the Irish members with derisive 
cheers and cries of ''boycott," 
""The house, at the suggestion of Sir 
Michael Hick-Beach, adjourned until 
Thursday. 


Lord Hartington, Mr. Courtney, Sir 
John Lubbock and other moderate hb- 
erals voted with the conservatives, Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Trev- 
elyan, Mr. Bradlaugh, 
Lord Bichard 
Grosvenor, Mr. Labouchere and all the 
ParnellitesVoted against the government. 


Mr. Gladstone will be asked to form a 
cabinet.

- I eat," said Walter Boss, "and I al- 
ways have eaten since I was a boy, a 
plenty of nourishing, generous food, 
and I am very wide in my choice, eat- 
ing, as a rule, any good food that 
tempts my appetite, and tbat is hearty 
enough to be easily tempted. 
For my- 
self I am not especially fond of what 
you call made dishes, but prefer 
food 
in its i^lainer forms. 
F o r meats I eat 
chiefly mutton and beef, and I use 
good deal of bread, of course being as 
careful as I can to get the best. My own 
idea is that so long as you have sound, 
sweet food, it doesn't make so much 
difference what kind it is as how much 
you eat of it. I am very particular to 
eat slowly. I eat three times a day. 
Breakfast is a light or hearty meal, ac- 
cording to how I feel about it at the 
time. 
Lunch in the middle of the day 
is always light, and dinner at 6:30 or 7 
is the principal meal of t h e day. 
I al- 
ways take an hour to that. If I haven't 
an hour to spare at dinner-time I put 
off dinner till I have. 


"I find, though, that, aside from meat 
and bread, I must have plenty of vege- 
tables. 
No man can make any kind of 
an athlete without eating plenty of 
vegetables. I take all kinds, and pretty 
much of all fruit, too. Fruits are good. 
A man can't stay -without that kind of 
food. 
He has no endurance. 


"Yes, I'm Scotch, and I believe in 
oatmeal, but I don't think you ought to 
eat too much of it. I have it at break- 
fast about three times a week. I am 
fond of milk, too, and am especially 
careful to drink it slowly. 
It's excel- 
lent food, but it's very bad to drink it 
fast. And it isn't good to take too 
much liquid at any time, especially at 
meals. I have a habit of always drink- 
ing a glass of water when I first get 
up—spring water, if I can get it. I 
don't exactly know why I do it. I don't 
know that it is very good for me. 
I 
guess it is because I like it. 
There's 
no accounting for taste, you know. 


"Tea is my gpreatest stimulant. 
I 
don't drink much cofifee, but I do take 
considerable tea—black tea always; I 
never use green—and I take it with 
sugar and milk, and never take it iced. 
I don't mean when I say it is my great- 
est stimulant that I never take any- 
thing stronger. 
I very seldom do, but 
sometimes, just before a race, for in- 
stance. if I need it, I take some brandy; 
no malt liquor. 
That's bad, especially 
lager. 
Lager is very bad. 


'In training? 
Well, I make no dif- 
ference in my diet in training. 
I only 
try to keep more regular hours, espe- 
cially in sleeping. 
And I take no 
physic. 
Physic is always bad. In 
traming it's fataL*'—The Cook.

SAU ANTONIO, Texas, Jan, 27.—J. L 
Lighthall, the quack doctor and patent- 
medicine vender, who was stricken witb 
smaU-pox Friday evening and with a 
number of others was quarantined by the 
authorities, died last evening. His death 
was accelerated [by his persistence in 
drinking ice water after the pustules had 
appeared. Throughout Texas Lighiihall 
waa everywhere kno-wn as "the diamond 
king," because of his conspicuous dis- 
play of an inordinate number of large, 
flashy diamonds. 
As a vender of quack 
nostrums he succeeded in talking Texaa 
greenhorns out of a fortune estimated 
at $50,000. 
He was only thirty year» 
old. 
There are over a dozen small-pox 
patienxs out of the thirty-one now afflict- 
ed in this city who are not expected to 
recover. 


To the people of Fort Wayne Dr. 
Lighthall is a familiar figure. He pitch- 
ed a tent here, extracted a few thousand 
teeth, flashed his $10,000 diamonds, 
drove fine horses and lett us various re- 
memberances. 
Here he purchased a 
$10,000 watch, and left the city with be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 worth of- 
jewels. 


Mr. Jim Kane, of this city, joined Dr. 
Lighthall, as did Phil Bobbe. 
Mr. 
Kobbe was a facial artist and character 
actor. 
He picked a banjo and sang to 
the crowds that Dr. Lighthall every- 
where attracted. 


Mr. Kane, who was a very bright 
young fellow, acted as agent and man- 
ager for Lighthall. 
He is a good talker, 
great reader and could entertain a 
crowd better than Dr. Lighthall. He 
wrote a treatise on consumption that 
gave him the title of Dr. J . M. Kane. 
The gentlemen were with Dr. Lighthall 
and the hope is expressed that they es- 
caped the dreadful disease that caused 
the doctor's death.

for himself and it is probable that he 


will now take charge of Dr. LighthaU's

He found that the most 
prominent troubles ci-osed by chronic 
alcoholism were cyanotic induration of 
the kidneys, fatty infiltration of the 
liver, and niammillated stom ch. He 
thought that the exposure, irregulari- 
ties of diet, etc., incidental todmnken- 
ness have as much to do with the mal- 
ady as alt-oil ol itself.

"hob nail" livers was not confirmed; in 
the whole number of cases he found 
only six of cirrhosis with contraction. 
In 220 cases the liver was enlarged ow- 
ing to fatty infiltration. 
The Doctor 
said he had once "testified in court that 
a certain person was not likely to have 
been a hard drinker, because at the au- 
topsy no cirrhosis was found." But 
tbis was before he had made the recent 
250 autopsies. 
Dr. Musser said that 
cirrhosis was caused not so much 
by heavy drinking as by persistent 
drinking of spirits on an empty stomach. 


"IT is curious to look over the educa- 
tional records as given by the Congress- 
men," says the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Cleveland Leader. 
"Bragg 
states that he was educated a lawyer; 
Smalls of South Carolina was self-edu-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Most people know 
what the o i l Smithsonian Instittition of 
this city is. 
They regard it as a collection 
of curiosities, natural and otherwise, belong- 
ing to the United State* government. But 
few know what the National museum ia It 
is something new to om- people. 


Aa a ma.tter of fact, the Smithsonian In- 
stitution and. tlie Jiational museum are one 
and tbe same. That is to say, t<he museTun 
grew out of the Smithsonian. The history 
of the original establishment is touched with 
a melancholy romance. James Smithson, 
the founder, was an Englishman and an old 
bachelor. 
He had no honest name that he 
could caU his own, though his father was a 
duke and his mother the jiiece of a duka He 
was an illegitimate son. 


He took the name of Smithson—"Smith's 
son," nobody. 
He hated the whole English 
nation on account of his clouded birth, and 
when he died he willed an estate worth over 
$500,000 to the United States, the income to 
be used for the increase and diffusion of 
knowledge among mankind. 


So the Smithsonian Institution was founded 
by act of con4ress, in 1840^ Its first director 
and head was Pro- 
fessor Joseph Hen- 
ry, who died in 
IbTa The present 
director is Profes- 
sor Spencer Ful;er- 
tön Biird. Pro- 
fessor Baird was 
born in Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1828 He 
graduated 
f r o m 
Dickinson college, 
that state, at the 
boyish age of 17. 
He was naturally 
a n a t u r a l i s t , if 
the 
e x p r e a a i o n 
may b3 permitted. 
When very 
young he took 
long 
foot 
'journeys 
collecting 
specimens of plants 
and 
animala 
He studied 
medicine 
meanwhile, and was made 
professor of 
natural history at Dickinson coili'ge while 
still a very young man. The collections he 
had made for his private cabinet in natural 
history became, when the 8miih.sonian In- 
stitution was founded, the nucleus of the Na- 
tional museum. 
When 27 years old he was 
made assist mt secretary of the Smithsonian. 
There he has remained ever since. 


Professor Baird is one of the most indus- 
trious men in America. 
Up to 1883 he had 
written and published 1,063 diflferent ar- 
ticles, 
reports, 
formal 
contributions to 
science and other matter. 
He has classified 
over 360 spi^-ies of American fauna. 


In 
1877 he was made 
United 
States 
fish 
cominis-iioner. 
It is in this of- 
ficial 
capacity 
that he is best 
knoAvn 
to his fellow couutrymen. 
His energetic 
work in repopulating our depleted waters, 
in land and on the sea coast, with fish are 
familiar to everybody acquainted with news- 
papers, cortaialy to all your reader*. His 
labors are already resulting in a gratifying 
increase of fish in the lakes and rivers of the 
countr}-. 
The introduction of the German 
carp into ponds upon farms is another re- 
sult of his exertion-:, 
it is not uncommon 
now for farmers to have tlieir own fish 
ponds, which add a heaithful and profitable 
variety to ordinary monotonous diet. 


Professor Baird is at pre-ent the head of 
the Smithsonion 
Institution 
and of the 
United States fish commission, and also of 
the bureau of ethonology. 
Ríijiidlv increas- 
ing honoi-s and duties alike de-cend upon his 
whitening head. He possesses the warm per- 
sonal regard and friendship of his subordin- 
ates in all these official plices. 
He is in- 
deed a fortunate maa. 
So are tho instiiu 
tious which he diiejtii. 


NATIOXAX. MXTSEtrX. 


The old Smithsonian Institution was not 
permitted bv I^rofessor Henry to be simply 
a storing place for curiosities. 
He would 
not allow it to be a museum so much as a 
workshop 
for scientific 
investigation, 
it was crowded for quarters, too. Con- 
sequently iu 1879 congress 
appropriated 
loiSU.OOO for building a national museum for 
storing scientific specimens and curiosities 
belonging to the government. 
It is adjoin- 
ing the Smiihsonian building, but not a part 
of it, excop: in management. 
The museum 
proper is a splendidly built, fireproof struc- 
ture. 
It is built of red, blue, cream color 
aud white br ck and stone, and its contents 
include articles raugin;^ tro !i Greorge Wash- 
ington s breeches to a hump-backed whale, 
and back again from the .skeleton of a mas- 
todon to u .fapanesa silkworm. 
They say 
that Dr. Marv ^\^alker applied to have one 
of her suits of coat, vest and trousers put on 
exhibition along with those of the Father of 
his Country, as a specimen of American 
fema'e (ilothes in the nineteenth century, but 
the regents of the museum refused her re- 
quests 


The specimens incltlde six>ils from the 
Orient, obtained by naval officers in expedi- 
tions; articles from polar voyages, pres- 
ents 
from foreign nations, aud contribu- 
tions got by exchanging duplicated articles 
with museums of other countrifs. 
But, after 
all, its most important possessions are the 
treasures poured into it from the four quar- 
ter^ of ou.' own great and glorious country. 


Tho ground plan of the museum is that of 
a Greek cross, with a rotunda in the center.

When he became director the plan of estab- 
lishing a storehouse for specimens was 
pushed energetically. 
So that now the dif- 
fusion of knowledge is made by a perfect 
system. 
Anybody who wishes can go to 
the great musetun and study or draw. 
It is 
a credit to the Yankee natioti. 
Artists 
throughout the coimtry make great use of 
its treasures. 
The collection is divided first 
of all into organic and inorganic specimens. 
Organic are the animal. and vegetable; the 
inorganic, those which have not and never 
had life. 
The classes are ranged alphabetic- 
ally—.^ B, C, D, etc. To class A belong? 
man, his somatology, ethnography and all 
his other graphiea and ologies. 
To man be- 
long the products of his arts and industries. 
This forms the department of technology. 


You see in this department his progress in 
navigation, from the canoe of the savage to 
a splendid steamship modeL 
The perfection 
of canoes are those shown in the illustration. 
Tbe Haida Indians are a tribe in the north- 
west. 
You see in the picture the bow of one 
of their war canoes. It is sixty feet long 
and covered with emblematic 
figuring. It 
is to be remembered that only within recent 
years have these Indians had any iron toola 
A knowledge of the use of iron alone is 
sufiBcient to bring man from barbarism to 
civilization. 


HAIDA CANOKS. 


The Haida canoe was shaped out of a white 
cedar log. 
Before the natives had iron tools 
their only implements for shipbuilding were 
stone hatchets and mussel shell 
chisels. 
Thoy ground the shells to a sharp edge upon 
sandstone. The chief who had plenty of slaves 
was the only man rich enough to undertake 
the building of the great -anoe which was the 
Haidas' steamship. 
As many slaves as could 
work gathered aroimd a tree with their stone 
hatchets and shell chisels and haggled a t it 
till it was worn through. 
Then it fell, and 
the other end was hacked off in the same 
way. 
The top of the^feanoe was split off by 
wedges. 
The inside was dug out with the 
same ruda tools. It took months to build 
such a canoe. 
They painted the inside with 
oil and red ochra 
The outside was charred 
to blackness by holding 
burning 
sticks 
against it. 
Upon the outside, after all was 
done, they painted mythical figures and 
bears, wolves, and other animals, likewise 
flsh and birds. It is not easy to see how 
such a handsome and graceful boat could be 
made with stone ha,tchets. 


A R R O W P O I N T S A N D W A R CLUBS. 


The dispartment of North American archae- 
ology represents "the state of aboriginal cul- 
ture before it became modified by European 
influence.' It is one of the most iutercatiug 
of all. The arrows and war clubs in tho 
illustration belong to archaeology. 
Here are 
the prehistoric arrow points which are picked 
up nearly all over the country. 
The imple- 
ments of this period are of stone, wood, clay 
or copper. 
The hollow tool in the illustra- 
tion is a stone chisel for digging out the in- 
side of canoes and such uses. A stone ax is 
also shown here. 
The depression running 
around it is the place in which a leather 
band to hold it was fixed. The s&me sort of 
•gutter was chiseled out around the stone 
hammers or war clubs which appear in the 
picture. You will see how the handles were 
"astened to the hammers by leather thongs 
fitting 
into the grooves, and then being 
twisted along the length of the wood- 
Some 
of these ^tono clubs were of such size that it 
must have required two hands to swing 
them. 
These large ones are found in the 
prehistoric copper mines of Lake Superior. 


One class which attracts uaivei-sal notice 
is marked ''Drilled Ceremonial Weapons." 
These are of ciu-ious and varied shape, show- 
ing elaborateness of workmanship.

The department of botany, of 
geology, textile art, ornithology, and indeed 
many of the otJiers are magnificent. In 
some resp?cts this splendid young museum 
of our Yankee nation is unsurpassed. Ad- 
mission free.

void, although held at a time when an- 
other court of the same circuit might 
have been in session under the statute, 
and was in session, presided over by a 
special judge; and the failure of the ac- 
cused to obj'ect at the trial is a waiver of 
all question as to the regularity of the 
proceedings at the adjourned term.

Tho chiwf who hud plo'uty of slaves 
was tha only man rich enough to undertake 
tho building of tho great L-OHOO which, was tho 
Hnidas' steamship. As many slaves as could 
work gathort>d around a tree with thoir sixmo 
Imiehcts and shell chisels nnd haggled at it 
till it was worn througli. Thou it foil, and 
tho other oud was hacked otT in tho wiino 
way. Tho top of the^anoo was split off by 
wedges. The ins fdo was dugout with the 
same rude tools. It took months to build 
such a caiiou. They painted the inside with 
oil and red oi-hro. 
Tbo outside was charred 


to bluckuoss by holding burning sticks 
against it. Upon the outside, after all wa? 
douo, they painted mythical fl^urus and 
Ix-ors, wolves, ami other animals, iikowi=o 
fish and birds. It is not easy to see how 
.such n limulxomo and graceful boat could ba 
nmdo with, stone hatchets. 


ARROW POINTS AND WAR CLUBS. 


Tho department of North American arche- 


ology roproients "tho stato of aboriginal cul- 
ture before it became modified by Kuropoan 
Influence.' It Is ono of. tho most intercfting 
of all. The arrows aud war clubs in the 
illustration belong to urchcoolo^y. Hero are 
tho prehistoric arrow points which aru picked 
up nenrly nil over tho country.
